1 . I, John I. Garney, hereby declare as follows: 

2. I am the inventor of a method and apparatus for improving time constraints and 
extending limited length cables in a multiple-speed bus that are described and claimed in U.S. 
Application Serial No. 09/823,455 filed on March 30, 2001. 

3. I understand that certain sections of Universal Serial Bus Specification, Revision 
2.0 have been cited against my patent application. The publication date for this reference is 
April 27, 2000. This document is hereinafter referred to as "USB 2.0". 

4. In the most recent Office Action, the Examiner cited the following sections of the 
USB 2.0 in rejecting claims of the present patent application: 

a. Page 344 - Use of a FIFO as a storage element; 
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b. 


Page 297 - Use of a transaction translators a data forwarding element; 


c. Pages 199-204 - Section 8.4.2 on split transactions; 

d. Page 205 - Defines microframes; and 

e. Pages 372-377 - Section 1 1 . 1 8 on split transactions.

344, 297, 199-204 (Section 8.4.2), 205, and 372-377 (Section 11.18) of the USB 2.0.
